Grlswold said American millions 
had brought about declining prices 
in Greece, a balanced budget and a 
stable currency.

overtime 
"It is true," he aaid, "that totally 


unskllle^ labor Is Initially hired at 
65 cents an hour. It Increases

ceiling on work, and it is not true 
that 40 hours is all a man 
can 
work." 


Goodman had the company's pay- 


roll book which he opened for in- 
spection.

workers were earning enough over- 
time to boost their weekly checks 
to approximately the $35 mark. 


The payroll schedule, depending 


upon skill, runs upward from 65 to 
70, from 75 to 85, from 85 to 90, 
and on up to the top bracket em- 
ployee whr Is paid $1.90.
